Lanark and Elsewhere. 

May 18th, at S p. m., we had a 
business meeting in the Baptist 
ohuruh in Lanark, Eld. Z. T. 
Livelihood pr eeiding, and Bro.

At 10 o'clock a. m., May 24th, 
I boarded the train, bade fare- 
well to Lanark and steamed off 
tor Chicago, where I arrived 
about 2 : 30 p. m. I resorted to 
Dr. Fabmey's to have a good, 
old-fashioned talk with the 
doctor and his family. I stayed 
a whole day in the city, bnt did 
not get to see the Vitalize r man, 
as he bad gone to Waynesboro', 
Fa., to visit hi* brothers there. 
I felt much disappointed, but 
the kindness of the sister and 
their family made me feel very 
much at home. On Wednesday, 
Ezra (their eldest son) took me 
on a long drive through the City 
and Lincoln Fark, where we saw 
bears and things. 

The aame day I went, by rail, 
to Booth Bend, Ind., where I 
met Bro. Qolsinger and his 
family, and Bro. Ewing and his 
family. I never make much ol a 
demonstration, but I was very 
happy to enjoy their society 
again. The only trouble was 
that I did not get my satisfac- 
tion, aa Bro. Hoi singer, was 
called to Ashland, to preach the 
( baccalaureate sermon at the 
College May 29th, and to attend 
to other college duties, or work. 
I expect to meet hiro at Dayton, 
O , June 6th. 

Bro. D. C. Ullery also left for 
Kansas, so that I had bnt little 
of bia company ; I, however, lodg- 
ed with him one night, and got 
acquainted with sister Ullery, who 
kept me in a horse and buggy 
when I needed such accommoda- 
tions. 

I had a pretty good visit at 
Bro. Ewing's, but even there I 
didn't get halt through. Bro 
John had arranged to have a fish- 
ing party at a lake about 7 miles 
west of South Bend, near Bro. 
F, II. Frame's, on Decoration 
Day. It rained in the morning, 
and eo only Bro. John and I 
went out. We were met at War 
ren Station by Bro. Frame, who 
took as to his home and then to 
the lake. It wae about 9 o'clock 
a. nt. when we commenced. Bro. 
Frame bought a lot of tish and 
returned home to prepare them 
tor dinner. Here at the take we 
met Bro. Bittgera, who bad come 
earlier. We wan three tall fish- 
ermen. I measure 6 rt., Bro. 
Ewing is 1| in. taller, and Bro. 
Kittgers is 1| in. taller than Bro. 
Ewing. We didn't get many 
fish, lot Bro. John caught a tur- 


tle. In the afternoon we did no 
better. It waa not a good day 
for fishing, although some of onr 
party, which waa considerably 
increased in the afternoon, had 
better lack. In the evening we 
bad another rain, which inter- 
fered with the meeting at the 
Fair view church ; for if we did 
"go a- fishing" we also tried to 
feed Chriat'a flock. 

Yesterday morning Bro. 
Frame brought Bro. E. and me to 
South Bend. I took the train 
for Tines, where I arrived in 
good time, and preached in the 
Brethren church last night. 1 
will remain here a few days lon- 
ger and then return to Soath 
Bend to fill Bro. Holeinger'e ap- 
pointment on Sunday next, aa he 
expects to go from Ashland to 
Dayton. 

I am expecting Bro. Ewing to- 
day, who will likely remain here 
a week or two longer to work as 
a singing evangelist ; i. e., he in- 
tends to sing and to. have inter- 
ludes of preaching, teaching, ex- 
hortation, etc., so that he wiil be 
the Moody and Bankey himaelt. 
May the Lord prosper him in his 
good work. By the way, would 
it not be a good plan fur the 
churches at and around Miltord 
to hive Bro. Ewing visit them 
to prepare them for singing at 
the coming convention? He 
has a few months' vacation that 
he would be pleased to devote to 
this work wherever he may be 
called.
